SACRAMENTO—George D. Nor- 
denholt, state director of natural 
resources, says holders of unpatent- 
ed mining claims in California will 
be able to hold their properties for 
the coming fiscal year starting July 
Ist provided they have started the 
required annua] assessment work of 
$100 in improvements of labor be- 
fore that date. 

The director said he is making 
the announcement to eliminate con- 
fusion which has developed through 
contradictory information issued by 
governmental bureaus. 

Nordenholt added: 

The courts have held that if the 


'required work is started before the 


end of the fiscal year ending at 
noon, July 1st, and continued there- 
after with ‘due diligence” until com- 
pleted, the requirements of the 
statute will be fulfilled.

One of the most satisfying books 
that has come our way this season 
is Dr. Anne Walter Fearn’s book— 
“My Days of Strength.” Bred in 
the South Anne Fearn had all the 
social instincts of the Southerner 
but she also had a deep desire to 
serve people. She upset her family 
by studying medicine when a career 
was considered a highly unladylike 
pursuit especially for a Southern

tice. for a year or two, remained for 
forty years and officiated at the 
birth of 6,017 babies. You may have 
read that Dr. Fearn died a few 
weeks ago in Berkeley. Before her 


, death, she had the satisfaction of 
, Seeing her book on its way to be- 


coming a best seller. 


Sound training and courage were 
not quite enough to make a suc- 
cess of practicing medicine in Chi- 
na. Aonther prequisite was needed, 
an understanding heart for a wo- 
man doctor had many tragedies to 
face. How Dr. Fearn pioneered in 
medicine in tradition-bound China 
makes exciting reading. Sanitation 
was practically an unknown quan- 
tity in the place where Dr. Fearn 
began her work. Only the theory of 
germ saturation explained the con- 
tinued existence of the Chinese, “but 
“the weakest went to the wall, obey- 
ing the relentless laws of survival.” 

Stirring events were happening in 
China while Dr. Fearn was there. 
She saw the completion of the Soo- 
chow railway, the fall of the Man- 
chu government, the White Russian 
invasion, and the more recent 
struggles of China against Japan- 
ese aggression. Then there is the 
story of her own private life, her 
marriage to Dr. John Fearn, the 
establishing of her own Sanitarium 
and the moving account of her lit- 
tle daughter Elizabeth who was with 
her for only five years, but who left 
a legacy for the poor children of 
China. a tree with gifts at Christ- 
mas time which her mother never 
failed to carry out. 

With an eye for the humor of sit- 
uations, Dr. Fearn supplies you with 
a fund of anecdotes. There is the 
story about the never ceasing vigi- 
lance that must guard native serv- 
ants. A friend was giving a tiffin 
party and was going to serve cel- 
ery, a delicacy in Shanghai. Going 
to the kitchen, the friend found her 
house-boy “cheerfully scrubbing the 
celery with a toothbrush.” When 
she demanded an explanation, the 
boy defended himself with an ag- 
grieved air, ‘‘Mississee, I talkee you 
true, this no b’long your tooth- 
brush, his b’long my toothbrush.” 

Then there are the incidents hap- 
pening to her very dear friend, Dr. 
Margaret Polk, who was a rabid 
teetotaler. Dr. Polk had a trunk re- 
paired at a Chinese shop and re- 
ceived a bill which read as follows: 
“To Dr. Polk for one big drunk, two 
dollars.” Or when Dr. Polk, the only 
woman with four men, was appoint- 
ed to serve on a committee of the 
Moral Welfare Society, the Chinese 
press reported “The committee con- 
sists of four adults and one adult- 
ress.” 

As you read Dr. Fearn’s book, you 
become aware that she had an in- 
ner urgency for achievement. She 
had a talent for living and her very 
eagerness communicates itself to 
the reader. She was forever being 
called upon to meet all kinds of 
major emergencies — no less than 
flood, pestilence, famine and war. 
Prejudice and superstition had to be 
overcome. Money had to be raised 
for the unceasing demands to help 
human beings who must be aided. 
She never spared herself, driving 
her body mercilessly. “It was a fight, 
it was excitement and I reveled in 
it,’ she writes. You will like Dr. 
Fearn’s book. She was the very ep-
